fortaatlon  oontainod  In  those  volumes  will  onoourogo  county  offiolals 
as  woll  as  the  general  public  to  take  a  greater  lntoroat  In  continued 
Irnrovoraont  of  methods  for  preservation  of  publlo  records*    It  Is  also 
hoped  the  Information  proaontod  herein  conoerning  tho  proeont  housing

Shis  inventory  of  records  was  node  during  tho  period  of  May  19  to 
Juno  18,  193G,  under  supervision  of  Sorwol  J*  Kogan,  State  director;

Loonard  Dayos  of  Gary,  Indiana  and  Alvin  Vondowalker  of  LaPorto,

A  guide  to  oounty  and  township  rooorJa  in  Indiana  hao  long  boon  nouded 
by  both  looal  offiolals  and  the  ccmertxl  publio*    Tho  Yforks  Progroca  Admin- 
iatration  projoot  of  tho  Iligtorioal  Rooorde  Survey  la  tho  first  attempt  to 
supply  this  nood*    Few  mora  useful  f iolda  of  employment  oould  have  boon  found 
than  tho  survey  of  looal  and  Stato  historical  reoorda*  oven  though  tho  work 
inevitably  proa  out  od  unusual  difficulties*   Tho  completion  of  tho  eurvoy  of 
hiotorioal  roooruo  in  Indiana  ia  a  aouroe  of  genuine  satisfaction* 

VTe  are  indobtod  first  of  all  to  the  Yforka  Progress  Administration  for 
providing  for  the  survey  end  finonoing  it.   Tho  National  Dirootor  of  tho 
projoot*  Dr.  Luther  H*  Evans*  assured  a  fruitful  product  of  tho  Trork  by  ably 
outlining  it  and  drafting  the  forma  to  be  uaod  by  tho  fiold  workora  co  as  to 
insure  the  greatost  oompletonoaa  with  the  loaat  likelihood  of  errors*    He  and 
his  aasiatanta  have  done  all  that  was  posoible  for  thla  nation-wide  survey. 
Ur*  Sanuol  J.  Kagan*  State  Director  of  Indiana*  dosorvee  groat  credit  for  hie 
energy  and  ability  in  organising  the  office  and  field  force  whioh  has  carried 
out  the  projoot  in  this  State*   To  assemble  and  organise  more  than  one  hundred 
and  f iftji  persona  in  a  new  line  of  work  in  whioh  thoro  wore  very  few  local 
precedents*  and  to  oomplote  a  survey  of  the  oounty  reoords  in  all  the  ninety-two 
oountioa  in  tho  Stata*  including  tht  bovmalilpo*  at  first,  aoemod  almost  impossible 
of  accomplishment  within  a  year.    It  has,  however*  been  aooomplishod. 

An  advisory  oommittee  of  whioh  Ralph  II.  Tirey*  president  of  Stato  Teachers 
College*  Torre  Haute*  is  ehairman*  has  helped  guide  work  upon  tho  projoot; 
though  no  meetings  wore  hold*  its  members  in  many  instances  wore  a  groat  help* 
A  word  of  appreciation  must  be  reoorded  here  for  the  oounty  officers  v&o 
oourteoualy  gave  the  representatives  of  the  survey  access  to  the  records  in 


thoir  offices  and  cooperated  in  the  making  ourvoy.    Espcoially  ia 

the  State  indobtod  to  thooo  officoro  who  mado  po3oiblo  the  photographing 
of  old  records  for  preservation  in  a  oentral  depository*

Pulaski  Covnty,  locatod  In  tho  north  centra Ipart  of  tho  State, 
Is  bounded  on  tho  north  by  Starke  County,  on  tho  east  by  Fulton  County, 
on  tho  iouth  by  Coao  and  VJhite  Counties,  and  on  tho  weat  by  Jospor 
County*    Zt  haa  an  area  of  432  square  mi loo. 

Originally  Pulaski  County  was  about  evonly  divided  botwocn  woodod 
lends*— loootod  mostly  alone  tho  streams— end  slightly  undulating  plains, 
bofora  tho  improvements  following  its  settlement  and  growth  of  population 
UN  node.    The  County  la  drained  by  the  Tippocnnoo  Rivor  end  a  few 
cm  1  lor  stroama  which  flow  into  it*    The  rivor  runs  a  tortuous  oourco 
through  the  oounty,  flowing  generally  in  a  southwootorly  dlrootion. 
It  enters  the  County  in  the  northoaotorn  oomor  and  flows  out  again  a 
few  miles  to  the  weatj  it  ro-ontors  the  County  again  threo  end  a  half 
miles  west  of  the  eastern  County  line  and  flows  out  at  a  point  on  the 
southern  boundary  about  midway  botwoen  its  east  am  and  wostorn  boundaries* 

For  cony  years  boforo  thot&lte  man  set  foot  in  what  is  now 
Pulaski  County  the  Algonquin  Indians  belonging  to  tho  Miami  Confodoraoy 
— -*wlgh*ireaa,  Weaa,  flankaohows,  and  8hooiccys— olair.od  this  territory* 
co  troll  at  All  the  rost  of  tho  State  of  Indiana*   ^y  tho  ond  of  the 
10th  oontury  various  eastorn  tribes  had  p^ohod  into  what  is  n<*T  Indiana 
and  by  the  tint  tho  northorn  part  of  the  State  was  oottlod  by  tho  white 
ran— 1020  to  1040— that  oroa  lying  north  of  the  vrabcah  Rivor  was  oc- 
cupied by  the  Potowatomio*    Tho  torritory  now  oornrising  rulooki  County 
was  eedod  by  the  Pofcowa  tools  to  the  United  States  Govonnont  by  a 
treaty  signed  near  Rochester,  Indiana,  on  October  2G,  1032,  by 


Jonathan  Jonninge,  Jo'o  v.'#  ravia,  and  Hark  Crurao,  oorrissionora  for 
tho  Government,  and  Wah>ohe-o-tioo,  Y.'aah-bon-aho,  Aub-boo-noub-co,  and 
othor  ohiofe  on  bohalf  of  tha  Potowotonia*    By  1C5G  or  1059  tho  flrot 
of  tho  Indiana  loft  for  their  now  rooorv  ticn  weat  of  tho  Kiocieoippi 
River,  but  It  woo  not  until  1CC2  that  thoy  had  all  boon  ronovod  from 
the  County,   8oon  after  tho  aiding  °f  tha  trt.  *y  of  1C32,  -which  waa 
not  confirmed  by  Praaldont  Andrew  Jo  oka  on  until  1336,  tho  lcj  coblna 
of  tho  f  irot  whita  eettlore  waro  built  along  tho  etroemo  of  Puloaki 
County* 

Tha  flrot  aettlora  in  tho  County  eamo  frora  Ohio  end  from  tho 
eorllor  aattlod  aeotlona  of  Indiana)  oomo  came  from  tho  Eaeti  rcmn- 
cylvania,  liaw  York,  and  other  How  Enrjlond  atetoai  a  few  voro  rotivoa 
of  Eagland,    In  la  tor  yooro  thora  waa  an  Influx  of  Gormona*  Tho 
northoaat  aaotlon  of  tho  County  waa  firat  eottlod  by  Jamoe  Juatico, 
Eli  and  Potor  Donoco,  and  Tho-  as  Uo"any«   ?•  J*  Golbreath,  Eonry  7H;ito, 
Hobort  Ccott,  Uoaoe  L.  T7eahburo,  and  tfilliam  Fiahor  built  coblna  in 
tha  a ou thorn  part  of  tha  County.    Anong  thoaa  who  aattlod  in  tho  central 
portion*  of  tho  county  woro  John  Rooa,  Ulohcol  Stump,  Silao  and  John 
Dcvonport,  Andrew  Koyea,  John  Poaraon,  George  T«  Torry,  K •  W»  Hornbook, 
Tilnan  Haokott,  and  Bonjomin  Bollinger,     For  tha  most  port  thoao 
pioneora  looatod  in  or  nocr  tho  timbered  londo  along  atrocna* 

Prior  to  tho  formation  of  Puloaki  County,  and  probably  boforo  tho 
white  sottlora  moved  in,  tho  State  Logialaturo,  by  an  act  approved 
Dooombor  24,  1034,  providod  for  the  odminiatrotlon  of  juotioo  in  that 
territory  by  attaching  londo  to  Cobs  County  which  lator  booam.o  tho 
ooatorn  tier  of  toamahipt  in  Puloaki  Countyi  and  tho  londo  which 


bocano  the  thro©  western  tiers  of  townships  wore  attached  to  7/hite 
County* 

On  Februery  7,  1335,  the  Legislature  passed  on  act  providing 
for  the  formation  of  Pulaski  County,  effective  on  publication*  ?ho 
boundaries  woro  dofinod  asi    "Beginning  at  tho  north  west  ccrao?  of 
township  thirty  one  north,  or  range  four  west,  thonco  coat  tv/onty  four 
miles,  thenoo  south  with  the  meridian  lino  oighto-m  ttiloo,  thonco 
west  with  tho  lino  dividing  townships  twenty  eight  end  twonty  nino 
north,  twenty  four  mllos,  thonoo  north  with  tho  lino  of  rtm-;ao  four 
and  five  woct,  eighteen  niloe  to  tho  plooo  of  beginning*"     (Laws  of 
Indiana,  1054*55  (general),  p*  4G«) 

Tho  County  was  namod  in  honor  of  the  Polish  soldior.  Count  C<nirnir 
Pulaski,  who  fought  in  the  Auorloan  Rovolutlon  and  was  killod  at 
Savannah  in  1779* 

Four  years  later,  when  the  population  of  the  eounty  had  boooso 
suffiolont,  Pulaski  was  organised  by  an  act  of  Fobruery  10,  1059* 
Com  is  s  loners  were  appointed  to  locate  tho  eounty  seat,  and  Coorge  ?• 
xorry,  who  livod  on  the  present  site  of  T/inamao,  was  appointod  organ* 
iaing  Sheriff  by  Governor  TTallaco. 

Torry  ordored  en  election  hold  on  Kay  15,  1C59,  end  John  A*  Davis, 
Peter  7,  Demoos,  and  Jocce  Coppook  woro  ohoson  Corrals  sionofrsj  John 
Poarson  was  ©looted  Clerk  and  Recorder*    A  weok  boforo,  on  liny  C,  tho 
locating  Commissioners  hod  mot  at  the  home  of  John  Pearson  in  Ifflnaaao 
and  soleotod  that  town  ss  the  eounty  seat*    Tho  town  was  namod  for  tho 
Potawatomi  chief  who  lived  thoro*    The  proprietors  of  Winamao,  William 
Polk  end  John  Peerson,  donated  lots  for  the  ertotion  of  county  buildings

At  tho  firat  moating  of  tho  Boord  of  Coanisaionora,whloh  mi 
hold  in  Winamao  at  tha  homa  of  John  immq  on        27,  1039,  tho 
organization  of  tha  County  woo  aarriod  a  atop  fortheri  Potor  Quigloy 
wae  appointed  Trooourer,  John  C.  Waldo,  County  Agont,  and  Isaao  Olds, 
Survoyor*    vho  County  wa a  a  loo  dividod  Into  four  tocmahipo.   At  tho 
proscnt  time  thoro  ara  twelvo  townahips  in  Pulaaici  County t  Boovor, 
Ccza,  Franklin,  L'arrloon,  Indian  Crook,  Joffereon,  Uotiroo,  Kioh  Crovo, 
Calem,  Tipoooanoe,  VanDuron,  and  Khita  Post* 

Tho  firat  torn  of  tha  Pulaski  Ciroult  Court  wo a  bojun  on  April 
24,  1240,  at  tho  homo  of  John  Pearaon,  but  adjourned  to  tho  cohool- 
houst*    Isaao  Naylor,  presiding  judge  of  the  Circuit  and  Elijah  T* 
Oliver,  aeaoolate  Judgo,  ware  present*    Samuel  C,  Wilaou  woe  prosooutin^ 
attorney* 

The  log  oabln  donatod  by  tha  proprietors  of  TTinocao  for  a  oourt- 
houao  was  ueed  from  10-41  until  1349*  when  the  firat  oourthouoo  built 
on  the  publio  square  with  publlo  fundo  waa  complotod.    In  1053  a  frono 
annex  vat  built  in  tha  roar  of  the  main  building,  and  housed  tho  Claris* 
Auditor,  Treasurer,  and  Heoorder*    In  105.)  a  now  brick  oourth-uco  was 
contracted  for  enfeocoptod  by  the  Commissioners  in  Docanbor,  1063* 
£ho  proaont  eourthouae  waa  oomplotod  in  1095i  it  ia  a  t^o  story 
otruoturo  of  grey  Bedford  otcne  eurmountod  by  a  towor  whioh  houses  the 
town  clock.

Sinoo  1G05  Pulaski  County  has  beon  without  a  jail.    Prisoners  aro 
now  toJron  to  tho  Fulton  County  jail,  in  Roohoctor* 

Tho  incorporated  towns  in  Pulaski  County  aro  YJinanac,  Francocvillo, 
Honteroy,  and  L'odaryvillo. 

Sinoo  1010  tho  population  of  tho  oounty  has  been  slowly  dooroasincj 
that  yoar  it  wao  13, 312 ,  in  1920  it  had  droppod  to  12,3C5,  and  in  1030 
it  wao  11,105.    Pulaoki  is  prirairily  an  agricultural  count:';  °a  April  1, 
1030,  thcro  wero  1,400  fame  in  oporation,  consisting  of  234,045  acros. 
Farm  land  and  buildings  woro  valued  at  0l2,62G,55O  and  fam  inplcnonts 
and  nachinory  v/oro  worth  £GG5,GO0. 

Manufacturing  in  tho  oounty  is  but  slightly  developed.    In  1020 
thoro  woro  14  establishments  whoso  annual  output  oxecoded  05,000  oaoh. 
Thoir  plants  employed  10G  wago  earners  with  a  payroll  of  £151,105. 
Tho  valuo  of  the  produots  was  sot  at  00 72,002. 


GOVERNUElff  ORGANIZATION  AND  RECORDS  BXBTEM 


Pulaski  County  ia  a  political  subdivision  of  tho  State  of  Indiana, 
embodying  suoh  powers  of  county  government  as  have  boon  proccribod  by  law* 
Tho  legislative  eovorning  body  for  Pulaski  County,  as  for  alS  Indiana  ootntios, 
is  the  State  General  Assembly.   The  present  organisation  of  oounty  government 
is  tho  result  of  the  evolutionary  development  of  the  original  'constitution  of 
1816,  the  present  (constitution  adopted  in  1051,  and  tho  subsequent  legislative 
acts  of  the  General  Assembly.    Pulaski  County  was  formed  by  an  act  of  tho 
General  Assembly,  February  7,  1054  and  began  its  logal  eriGtonoo  liiy  27,  1039, 

Tho  governmental  organisation  of  Pulnski  County  cervoa  as  a  unit  for  tho 
maintenance  of  tho  poaoe  through  the  Shoriff  j-  the  administration  of  Justice 
through  the  Circuit  Court/  tho  administration  of  welfare  work  through  a  poor 
roliof  systomj  the  administration  of  publio  works,  such  as  highways,  buildings, 
and  drainage  systami  the  imposition  of  taxos;  the  holding  of  elections;  the 
administration,  to  a  limited  degree,  of  eduoationj  and  the  enforcement  ef  State 
laws  and  decrees* 

Administration 

At  tho  organisation  of  Pulaski  County,  the  administrative  duties  wore 
executed  by  a  Board  of  Commissioners,  Treasurer,  Rocordcf,  Sheriff,  Survoyor 
and  Clork  under  the  authority  of  the  Constitution  of  1016  and  logislativo  acts 
of  tho  Gonoral  Assembly  thereafter*    The  offioe  of  Auditor  was  crcatod  by  an 
Act  of  1841*    At  the  Constitutional  Convention  in  1051,  the  Constitution  of 
1816  was  revised  and  booamo  the  prosent  Constitution  of  Indiana* 

Tho  Constitution  of  1851  directed  that  there  shall  bo  elected  in  each 
oounty  a  Clerk  of  the  Circuit  Court,  who  shall  keep  the  records  of  tho  proceedings 
in  all  the  oourts  in  the  oounty;  an  Auditor,  who  shall  keep  records  of  oounty 
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f innnoial  natter a  and  rooorda  dealing  In  roal  proporty  and  tho  cstatoo 
of  private  oitizonor  a  Recorder,  -whoso  dutieo  shall  bo  to  keop  a  rooord 
of  every  conveyance  or  other  instrument  entitled  and  roquirod  by  law  to 
bo  reoordodf  a  Treasurer,  "who  shall  reooive  all  nonoy  ooming  to  tho  oounty 
and  koop  a  rooord  of  cama*  a  Sheriff,  "who  shall  bo  oonoorvator  of  tho  poaoe 
and  t7ho  shall  carry  out  oaurt  orders*  a  Coroner,  ttm  shall  investigate  violont 
doaths  and  those  of  suspioious  xnoonsi  and  a  Surveyor,  "oho  shall  proparo  plans 
and  spooifioations  for  the  improvement  of  public  marks  and  establish  boundaries 
for  public  and  private  lands*    (Indiana  Const*,  Art*  6,  Ceo*  2.)    Sinco  the 
adoption  of  the  Constitution  the  General  Assembly  has  presoribed  the  estab- 
lishment of  additional  departments* 

The  present  leading  administrative  body  of  oounty  govommont  is  tho 
Board  of  Commissioners,  comprising  throe  members  elootod  for  a  torn  of  three 
years*    Elections  are  bo  arrango<2  that  one  nembor  shall  rotiro  each  year* 
Thoy  shall  provido  buildings  to  house  oounty  business,  provide  public  squares 
and  grounds,  audit  the  ao counts  of  oounty  offioors  who  handle  money,  change 
bound  or  ios  of  townships  as  thoy  see  fit,  and  are  charged  with  the  maintonanco 
of  oounty  roads,  highways,  and  drainage  systems*    (1  Indiana  Rev*  Stat*,  1852, 
Ch.  20,  Sec*  lp  Bums,  1953  Stat*,  2G-G01.) 

By  an  Act  of  1373,  a  County  Board  of  Education  was  oroatod*    The  Board 
consists  of  County  Superintendent  of  Sohools,  Township  Trustoos,  and  tho 
Chairman  of  the  Sohool  Trustees  of  oaoh  oity  and  term  of  tho  bounty.  Tho 
dutioc  of  the  board  shall  be  to  oonsldor  the  gonoral  wonts  and  noods  of  the 
sohools  and  mattors  rolating  to  the  purchase  of  school  furniture,  books,  maps, 
ohorts,  eto*    (Acts  1075/  Burns,  1933  Stat*,  28-001*) 

In  1873,  by  legislative  enactment,  the  offioo  of  County  Superintendent 
of  Sohools  was  oroatod*    The  Superintendent  is  elected  by  the  Terms  hip  Trustees, 
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and  ohall  serve  for  a  term  of  four  years*  His  duties  aro  specifically 
cot  out  in  tho  statutes,  and  ho  io  under  tho  juricdiction  of  tho  State 
Board  of  Publio  Instruction.    (AotG  1073;  1099;  Burns,  1^33  Stat.,  20-702.) 

An  Aot  of  1091  created  the  offioo  of  Health  Cormissionor  rrho  is 
©looted  by  the  County  ComaisBionore  to  sorva  for  a  term  of  four  years.  It 
io  hia  duty  to  oafeguard  tho  health  and  to  promoto  sanitary  cystous  for  the 
o  it  it  ens  of  the  oounty*    Ho  ia  also  required  to  koo?  rooords  of  births, 
deaths,  and  marriages*    (Acts  1091;  Burns,  1933  Stat*,  35-100.) 

In  1099,  by  legislative  enactment,  a  County  Council  x&g  orcated.  This 
Council  consists  of  seven  members  TJho  are  olootod  for  a  term  of  four  years.  • 
One  ncbor  io  elected  from  each  oounoilmanio  district  by  tho  district  and 
throo  members  are  elected  at  largo  from  tho  county.   Tho  County  Auditor  acts 
as  olork  of  tho  Counoil*   The  Council  has  porer  to  fix  certain  tax  rates, 
exolvsive  right  to  make  appropriations  out  of  the  County  Treasury,  and  the 
oxolusive  right  to  authorico  the  borronrtng  of  money  for  tho  oounty.  (Aots 
1099;  Burns,  1933  Stat.,  2G-501,  26-502,  20-509,  26-515,  26-532.) 

In  1907,  a  legislative  aot  created  a  County  Board  of  Finance,  consisting 
of  the  Board  of  County  Commie sionors,  tho  LSoyor  —  Controller  —  chief  exooutive 
offioor  of  the  eohool  oity,  and  the  County  Auditor  who  shall  act  as  secretary. 
The  duties  of  this  board  shall  bo  to  have  charge  of  and  oontrcl^the  oounty 
funds,  and  of  the  funds  of  tho  sohool  oity  and  oounty  scat  oity.    Tho  Goneral 
Acs crib ly  of  1935  repealed  this  act  and  in  tho  same  sec a ion,  revived  it  as 
part  of  the  Depository  Act  re-establishing  the  Board  of  Finanoo  praotioally 
unaltered.    (Aots  1907;  Burns,  1933  Stat.,  61-606,  also  Acts  1935;  Burns,  1936 
Supplement,  61-606*) 

By  an  Aot  of  1913,  tho  legislature  made  provisions  for  tho  creation  of 
the  offioe  of  County  (Agricultural)  Agent*   Tho  Act  provides  that  this  office 
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shall  oomo  into  oxistenoo  whenever  a  certain  numbor  of  tho  roGidcnto  of  tho 
oounty  ohall  petition  tho  County  Board  of  Education,  hereupon  tho  appoint- 
ment la  mad©  by  Purdue  University  and  ratified  by  tho  County  Board  of  Education. 
Tho  appointment  io  modo  annually.    Tho  duties  of  tho  County  Agent  aro  to  dis- 
Gcninato  Information  for  tho  promotion  and  advancement  of  agriculture,  horti- 
culture, and  domestic  soieiioo.    (Acta  1915r  Duma,  1033  Stat.,  20-4911.)  By 
an  Act  of  1931,  tho  Home  Demonstration  Agent  was  created  -which  is  supple- 
mental to  tho  County  Agricultural^ Agent.    (Acta  1931f  Burnc,  1933  Stat., 
23-5027.) 

By  an  Act  of  1919  tho  office  of  County  Acsoaoor  mo  croatod.   Tho  Assessor 
io  nominated  in  tho  primarioa  and  eloctod  at  tho  regular  election  for  a  four- 
yaar  term.   Ilio  duties  shall  bo  to  asoooa  real  and  personal  property  and  to 
instruct  tho  Township  Acaossors  to  oarry  out  tho  orders  of  tho  Stato  Taz 
Board,  and  to  act  as  president  of  tho  County  Board  of  Review.    (Acts  1010 1 
Burns,  1933  Stat.,  C4-1101.) 

Tho  legislature  in  1919  created  tho  County  Board  of  Review,  -whoso  member  a 
aro  to  conn  it  t  of  tho  County  Assessor,  County  Auditor,  County  Treasurer,  and 
two  freo-holdora  of  opponito  political  parties  to  bo  appointed  by  tho  Circuit 
Court.    Tho  dutioo  of  thio  board  shall  bo  to  oqualieo  unfair  levio3  of  taxes 
on  real  and  personal  property,  either  for  tho  oounty  or  against  it.    (Aots  1919* 
Burns,  1933  Stat.,  G4-1201.) 

By  an  Act  of  1933  tho  off ioo  of  Superintendent  of  Highways  was  abolished 
and  tho  office  of  Highway  Supervisor  established.   Tho  Supervisor  is  appointed 
by  tho  Board  of  Comnioaionora  and  have  general  supervision  of  all  county 
highways,  roods  and  bridgoo.    (Acts  1933*  Bums,  1933  Stat.,  3G-1110.) 

In  1933  tho  logialaturo  croatod  a  County  Board  of  Tex  Adjustment.  Tho 
board  oonsiatt  of  one  member  of  tho  County  Oounoil,  selected  by  tho  Council, 
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and  six  nembors  appointed  by  the  Judce  of  th©  Cirouit  Court.    Thin  "board  • 
hao  tho  power  as  It  deems  necessary  to  revise*  ohanro  or  reduce,  but  not 
inorcaee  any  tax  lovy  and  ccy  corresponding  items  of  tho  budget  on  tihioh 
tho  tax  lovics  ore  bascS.    (Actc  1933j  Burns,  1033  Stat.,  C4-304.) 

The  County  Board  of  Vfelfar©  v;as  croatod  "by  th©  Acts  of  133G.    Tho  "board 
consist©  of  five  rncribcrs  appointed  by  tho  Circuit  Court  to  ecrvo  for  a  tern 
of  four  years.   Th©  board  is  ohar£ed  with  th©  administration  of  ossistrnice  to 
dependent  ohlldron  in  their  cram  homo,  old  ace  assistance*  and  assistance  to 
all  thoso  who  or©  otherwise  handicapped.    (Act©  1936*  Burns  Supplement,  52-1117.) 

Judicial 

Th©  judicial  systen  of  Pulaski  County,  as  of  other  Indiana  counties,  is 
prosoribod  by  the  Stat©  Constitution  and  tho  cub  sequent  legislative  enactment© 
of  tho  Indiana  General  Assembly.   Tho  Constitution  authorises  and  diroctod 
tho  Conoral  Assembly  to  divide  into  Judicial  circuita  tho  *rfiole  State  as  the 
needs  arose.    Pulaski  County  forms  tho  fifty-ninth  circuit  established  in 
1935.    (Aots  1935*  Burns  Supplement,  4*352.)    Before  this  period,  Pulaski 
County  ms  a  port  of  the  circuit  to  which  another  county  was  attaohod.  Tho 
Constitution  further  provides  that  there  shall  be  elected  a  judce  of  the 
Circuit  Court,  and  also  the  clootion  of  &  Prosecuting  Attorney  for  each  circuit. 
(Indiana  Const.,  Art.  7,  Sec.  9-11.) 

In  1G52,  by  a  legislative  act,  tho  Court  of  Common  Pleas  was  created. 
Tills  oourt  oontinued  in  existence  until  it  vros  abolishod  by  tho  le^islatiare 
in  1873. 

Records  System 

The  establishment  of  oaoh  of  thoso  officos  caused  tho  becinninc  of 
separate  record©  as  proscribed  by  the  General  Assembly  under  the  provisions 


for  each  rospootivo  office.    In  many  of  tho  smaller  offices  no  permncnt 
records  havo  boon  kept,  thoroforo  tho  workers  of  tho  survey  oould  not  report 
any  records.    Pulaski  County  followed  its  own  form  of  accounting  until,  in 
1909,  tho  logiolaturo  established  tho  Stato  Board  of  Accounts  whioh  formulates, 
proscribes,  and  installs  cyotcna  of  accounting  and  reporting  which  i^  uniform 
for  every  publio  offioo  of  tho  samo  olr.ee •    (Acts  1909/  Burns,  1C33  Stat., 
6-202.)    Under  this  lew,  oomo  of  tho  records  woro  combinod  to  olininato  cop- 
aration,  duplication,  and  overlapping.   Tho  Ian  alco  pormits  tho  uco  of  bound  ji 
loo3olcaf  rooords  in  almost  all  caeca  whore  tho  rooords  aro  typod.    Tho  quality 
of  tho  paper  and  ink  binding  and  rcbinding  practice  a  arc  loft  to  tho  judgment 
of  tho  Board  of  County  Commie  doners,  exoept  that  a  good  quality  is  asked. 

TThcncver  it  may  bo  nooescary  for  tho  preservation  of  tho  rocords  f^nany 
offioo  from  rwtilation,  tho  Board  of  County  Comicalonors  issues  an  order 
directing  tho  officer  in  oharge  to  copy  and  tranooribo  tho  records  for  preser- 
vation.   (Aoto  1830j  Bums,  1933  Ctat.,  2G-G34.)    Such  rooords  so  transcribod 
havo  the  foroo  and  offoct  of  tho  original  record.    (Aoto  1377;-  Burn3,  1033 
6tat.#  26-C33.)    .  . 

In  1925,  a  law  mo  passed  permitting  county  offioiolc,  at  tholr  die- 
orotion,  to  turn  over  to  tho  State  Arohives  Buroauf  for  pcmxnir?-.  preser- 
vations, any  offioial  books,  rooords,  doouments,  original  papers,  newspaper 
files,  or  printed  books  and  material  not  in  ourront  use  in  their  officos. 
(Aots  1925 j  Burns,  1933  3tat.#  63-030.) 

Tho  Historical  Rooords  Survey  will,  in  duo  time,  submit  sample  forms  of 
types  of  rooords  now  in  uco  in  tho  several  bureau 3  of  oounty  government.  From 
a  study  of  those  forma,  a  model  arrangement  may  be  organised  for  tho  uniform 
oroation  of  publio  rooords,  so  that  the  rooords  created  daily  may  bo  preserved 
for  posterity.
